More than f12.5 million in new budget, including 
money toward on-goingreconstruction of Kentucky 30 

Representative Marie Rader, R-McKee 
(89th District) and Senator Robert Stivers, 
R-Manchester (25th District) announced today 
more than $12.5 million has been designated 
for transportation projects in Owsley County in 
the new road appropriations budget. The largest 
portion of those funds will go toward the on-going 
reconstruction of Kentucky 30 between Interstate 
75 and the Mountain Parkway. 

“When completed Kentucky 30 will serve as a 
crucial commerce corridor between southern and 
eastern Kentucky,” said Rep. Rader. “It is the 
hope of Senator Stivers and me that we can keep 
working together to secure priority funding and 
finish this project as soon as possible.” 

“These funds for Owsley County are continued 
proof of the great working relationship 
Representative Rader and I enjoy in Frankfort,” 
said Sen. Stivers. “We pledge to continue fighting 
to make sure highway and bridge projects in the 
county receive the dollars needed to complete 
them.” 

The $7.69 million set aside in the transportation 
budget for the Kentucky 30 project will cover right- 
of-way purchasing and utility relocation between 
the junction with Kentucky 847, which is at the 
end of the current relocation project, to Kentucky 
11 at Levi. The money is designated as high 
priority state transportation funding, meaning this 
project is at the top of the Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet’s project list. 

Other transportation projects in Owsley County 
receiving funding include: 

$75,000 in high priority state transportation 
funds to install traffic lights at the intersection of 
Kentucky 28 and Kentucky 3347 near Owsley 
County High School. 

$4.6 million in Federal bridge funds for 
replacement of the Kentucky 30 bridge and 
approach over Little Sturgeon Creek. 

In addition Representative Rader and Senator 
Stivers have designated $29.2 million in projected
